Few of the persons who handle Bank 
of Bogland notes ever think of the amount 
of time and ingenuity expended on their 
production. According to official report 
the ie notes are made from pure white 
I mea cuttings, never from rags that have 
been worn. 
They have been manufac­ 
tured for nearly two hundred years by the 
same family, the Portals, Protestant refu­ 
gees. So carefully is the paper prepared 
that even the number of dips into the pulp 
made by each workman is registered on a 
dial by machinery an i the sheets are care­ 
f u l l y counted and booked to er 2b person 
through whose hands they p£°s. 
The 
printing is done by a most curious process 
iu Mr. Coe’s department within the bank 
building. There is an elaborate arrange­ 
ment tor securing that no note shall be 
ex idly like any other in existence. 
Con­ 
sequently there never was a duplicate of a 
Bauk of England note except by forgery. 
According to the City Prei*9 the ate 2k of 
paid notes of seven years is about 04.CCD,- 
C3J in number, and they fill 18,OC J tuxes, 
wnich if placed side by side would reach 
three milrs. 
The nous placed in a pile 
would be eight milt s high; or if joined end 
to end would form a ribbon 15.CC J miles 
long; their superficial extent is more than 
that of Hyde park; their original value was 
over 115,030,0C3 and their weight over one

THE STORM. 


F urther D etails o f D isasters o f the 
Late Storm in Europe. 


L ^ n d jn , July 22 -Further reports from 
various parts of England show that all the 
disasters from the storm which is now de­ 
vastating the country have uot yet been 
reported. At Ipswich the 
roads 
are 
flooded to tho greatest depth ever re­ 
corded. 
At Ualesworlh there are four feet of 
water in the streets, and the shops are 
submerged, the people boing conveyed 
about in carts. 
At Frawlingham a great flood prevails; 
iu tact such a one has not been known for 
the last fifty years. The river banks and 
many acres of grass submerged.

quantities of nay have been swept away. 
All railway traffic between Ipswich and 
Yarmouth 
have been stopped by the 
floods, two bridges having been carried 
away by the torient. 
Heavy rain has fallen at Berwick-on- 
Tweed almost incessantly for four days, 
and the consequences are exceeding dis­ 
astrous to agriculture, because the nay i9 
unmade and the wheat is rotting in the 
fields.

A Lost Ship Heard From —R utin}' of 
H er Crew and H arder.

It will be remembered by mauy in this 
community thai several years ago the ship 
Alaska left BurrarJ Inlet, British Colum­ 
bia, for Chins, with a cargo of lumber. 
She arrived at her destination safely and 
wes announced to receive a second cargo. 
Time rolled or, and at the expiration of 
the usual number of days allowed for the 
passage from China, the good ship Alaska 
was announced as “due.” She failed, 
however, to put In an appearance; but 
this was uot considered at all extraordina­ 
ry, ps voyages from China vary in dura­ 
tion ps much as to or from any other 
place. But the days she was overdue 
gradually crept into weeks and the weeks 
into months, and atter she had been report­ 
ed “missing” for a long time, the conclu­ 
sion arrival at was that she had doubtless 
foundered or had become the victim of 
foul play. 
Years passed, and no word came of the 
rescue of any one who had been on board 
the ill fated ship,and at last toe glimmer 
of hope which had sustained the hearts of 
the friends of officers and crew died out. 
The wife of the super-cargo of the vessel, 
who had been watching and waiting for 
many years succumbed to the efforts of the 
terrible suspense, and was quickly follow­ 
ed by her only child. The tact that during 
the lime which would be necessary for the 
Alaska to make her passage to this poit 
there had been no heavy winds nor storms 
wa9 the mam reason for the suspicions of 
foul play. Amoog these who entertained 
them was a gentleman who happened to 
meet a drunken sailor in a 
saloon of 
Japan. The old adage “in vino yentas” 
was again proven true, as Will subsequent­ 
ly be seen, for the 
sailor 
began 
a 
disjointed 
narrative 
of 
mutiny 
and bloodshed. The gentleman kept the 
narrative in his memory, and, following 
up his determination to unravel the mys­ 
tery surrounding the fate of the ship, 
encompapsed the arrest of several sailors 
who had been 
incriminated by their 
drunken companion. One of these sailors 
admitted that he had belonged to the crew 
of tbe Alaska, and made a full confession 
of the circumstances concerning her loss. 
He stated that when but a few days out 
from Hong Kong, sailing under a light 
breeze off the coast of Japan, the crew 
mutinied, and without a moment’s warn­ 
ing, threw overboard the second mate, who 
was tbe only officer on deck at the time. 
Hearing a commotion, the captain and first 
officer rushed up, and were immediately 
murdered and given to the sea. Too bu 
percargo, Mr. Thorndike, brother of the 
owner of the ship, who bad $5,000 in 
coin on board, shared (he same fate as tbe 
other officers, aud the crew having secured 
the money, and everything of value that 
could be readily removed set fire to the 
vessel, and taking to the boats pulled for 
the coast of Japan. Having landed in safe­ 
ty they divided the spoils, cherishing the 
hope that every trace of their foul deed 
had been obliterated. 
But time, tbe cer­ 
tain avenger of crime, has proved that 
their hopes were fallacious, as, following 
closely on the confersion referred to, tho 
arrest of all but two of the criminals was 
effected, and they will, in all probability, 
be called on to pay tbe penalty demanded 
by justice.

About thirty years ago Mrs. Butner, 
motbcr-in-law of T. L. Montgomery, pro­ 
prietor of the Rose City Baking Powder 
factory of this city. Tile pain was located 
iu tbe left hip, ani was at once seized with 
with what she termed rheumatism at times 
very severe. Finally it became necessary 
to perform a surgical operation, which was 
done, part of hip joint beicg taken oil'. 
Physicians held tbe opinion that the joint 
was affected, and that the operation would 
afford relief, but, contrary to their expec­ 
tations, the lady did not improve very 
much. For years she had lo use crutches, 
and at one time she wa9 confined to her 
bed for over a year. This was while the 
family lived in Keutuckcy. After remo­ 
ving into this State, Mrs’ Butner did not 
improve very much, and it was only by 
the use of crutches that she could walk any 
distance. Last Saturday morning a small 
needle’ of the old-fashioned ’’cambric” 
style, made its appearance, tbe point pro­ 
truding from the diseased section. Small 
pieces of bone having from time to time 
worked out, the needle was thought to be 
another fragment, and it was only after 
being withdrawn that the truth was dis­ 
covered. Mrs. Butner says that she re­ 
members once when a girl’ riding horse­ 
back, she wa9 stuck by a needle which 
happened to be in her dress. The needle 
was broken off just below the eye. The 
description answers to the one spoken of 
and there can be put little doubt that it is 
the same. Since the needle made its ap­ 
pearance the lady is much improved aud 
can now walk without tbe aid of crutches. 


R esearches

From the New York Times, 19th. 
The reports that have been received in 
this city in regard to the possible repetition 
of last year's epidemic of yellow fever In 
the South have stimulated scientific men to 
increased exertions in the direction of solv 
ing some of the knotty problems that have 
been the object of the attention of the med­ 
ical profession here and in Europe for 
many years. The question of contagion— 
whether whites or blacks are the more bus 
ceptible to Bs influences, whether recent 
arrivals in tbe belt of the fever’s home are 
more liable to contract the disease than 
others 
who have 
become 
acclimated 
by the reason of 
several 
years 
of 
residence in the tropics, and the peculiar 
characteristics of<the outbreaks in differ­ 
ent conditions, with many other questions 
of great scientific and public interest, are 
now undergoing investigation by the N a­ 
tional 
Quarantine Commission of the 
Board of Health. Drs. Challie aud Stern­ 
berg have gone to Havana, tho home of 
yellow fever, and there they propose to 
establish a complete physiological labora­ 
tory, in which their investigations of yel­ 
low fever can be conducted. They wrote 
to Professor Austin Flint, Jr., of Bellevue 
Medical College, asking his advice in re­ 
gard to the animals necessary for their 
laboratory experiments. 
Professor Flint 
referred them to his assistant, Prolessor 
Charles F. Roberts, M. D., who Is 1q 
charge 
of 
the 
extensive 
physi­ 
ological 
laboratory 
of 
Bellevue 
Medical College, and he bas prepared the 
outfit of an’mais which is to be sent to Ha­ 
vana to-Jay on the steamer Niagara. 
Professor Roberts is also one of the Sanitary 
Inspectors of this city, and has had a great 
deal of experience in that work. 
Ile was 
regarded as peculiarly fitted to render the 
coinmiss.on effective assistance in its work, 
sod he has accepted the position of agent 
in this city of the National Board of 
Health. 
Professor Roberts was asked yesterday 
afternoon concerning the strange work in 
which he is said to have been engaged. 
Drs. Chaine and Sternberg, he said, have 
been sent out to Havana to make a9 thor­ 
ough and searching an investigation of 
yellow fever in its native land as is pos­ 
sible. 
They 
have 
erected 
a 
physiological 
laboratory 
there 
in this, their experiments, will be con­ 
ducted, and full reports are to bo made 
from time to time to the National Board of 
Health. One of the points they wish to 
test first is whether a newly-arrived person 
is more liable to contract yellow fever than 
one who has lived In the country for some 
time. That is one reason why they wished 
to have the animals they are to use in their 
experiments sent to them from the N orth­ 
ern port. Again, they desire to see wheth­ 
er a white animal is more susceptible than 
a black one. 
On this account, all the ani­ 
mals shipped are as near white as could be 
procured. They will be exposed to the 
contagion by being placed in rooms where 
yellow lever has been and where 
it 
is 
at 
that 
time 
present. 
Tbe 
various 
fluids 
of 
the 
body 
of 
a person having yellow fever, and espe­ 
cially the black vomit, will be introduced 
under the skin of the healthy animals, and 
the effects carefully watched and noted. 
The experiments with the perspiration are 
especially expected to yield important re­ 
sults. The temperature of the animals is 
to be carefully kept, and all tho most 
recent discoveries in science are to be 
applied to effect a solution of the problem. 
The list of animals embraces six white 
rabbits, six Guinea pigs, four dogs, two 
house cats, a pair of fowls, tour Leghorn 
chickens and two South American mon­ 
keys—one known as the midnight monkey. 
Tho animals have 
all 
been carefully 
housed, and every effort is to be taken to 
secure their safe arrival in Havana.

HAZING AT WEST POINT. 


Detail* of the Recent Troubles Re 
suiting In the Expulsion of Several 
Cadets—Indignities Inflicted on the 
Fourth Classmen—Efforts of the 
Authorities to Stop tho Outraces—A 
Cadet’s Idea of Honor. 
Correspondence of the New York World. 
We*t Point, N. Y., July 18.—The Ca­ 
det Corps is busy discussing the latest ad­ 
vices from 
Washington announcing the 
expulsion of at least six cadets upon the 
recommendation of Major General Scho­ 
field for hazing. Ever since General Scho­ 
field took command of this department he 
Las striven to wipe out the disgrace ot 
hazing, as it had grown to be an enormity 
requiring the most rigid discipline. His 
first move was to issue an order against it 
in which the following occurred: 
“For the comparatively intelligent and 
strong to take unfair advantage of the in­ 
experienced to harass and annoy them is 
an 
act unworthy a civilized man, and 
much more unbecoming an officer and 
gentleman. On the other hand, to secure 
Justice and protection to the defenseless is 
the office ot the gentle and the braye. The 
honor of the Corps of Cade’s ps well as 
that ot the officers of the academy, re­ 
quires that thk unkind treatment ot new 
cadets shall be wholly eradicated.” 
The order reierred to was issued a long 
time ago, and It was made the duty ot the 
first class and commissioned and nun-com­ 
missioned officers to see that it was iaith- 
luJJy carried out. 
Last May Lieutenant 
Colonel Lazelle was detained here trom 
tile Indiau country to take charge ot the 
cadets with special reference to the pre­ 
vention ct hazing. A month or two ago 
certain members ot the third class showed 
a disposition to commence the hazing pro­ 
cess upon the new men coming in, and 
have carried the matter so tar that the re­ 
sult comes in the shape of an order from 
Washington directing their expulsion. 


TH E DAZING PROCESS 
An interview with a member of the 
fourth class this morning tells the story of 
the wrongs committed, la the rear ot the 
grounds where the cadets are in camp is 
“the sink,” to which, when necessary, 
carets retire. Whenever members ot the 
tourih class went there, cadets of tho third 
class followed, and then would commence 
the hazing process. The plebes were made 
to stand against the wall and endeavor to 
climb, and were compelled to sing 'i’m 
Climbing Mount Zion;” then water was 
started on them through gas pipes, and 
some of them were knocked kown hair 
dressed, and other indignities ot humiliat­ 
ing character were put upon them. A few 
nights ago some of the “Flebes” organized 
and resolved to fight their tormentors at 
“che sink,” happen what might, and a rat­ 
tling fight did occur, during which some 
ot the “plebes” received black eyes, as did 
also some of the third class. By accident 
an iofficer observed this scene, and, as a 
consequence, many of the third class were 
put uuder arrest, among them being Cadets 
W. 
Stone, 
W. 
Allen, 
Langfiu, 
Sherman, Walker, Goodell, Mendenhall, 
Whistler and Underwood. 
The two last 
named belong to the the fourth class, and 
are still under arrest, for refusing to give 
the 
names 
ot

Although it is not positively known it is 
bdieved in camp that Allen, Stone, Lang- 
fit, Sherman, Walker and Gooden have 
been expelled. Allen, in an interview, 
Skid he had no doubt he would have to go, 
saying bis was a cold case. Ile said the 
officers went out ot their way lo detect the 
tniGg, ani, in the opinion of the cadets, 
they had resorted lo dishonorable means in 
going to the rear ot the camp to watch at 
the sink, a thing unheard ot beton*. 
An­ 
other fourth class man says that the hazers 
used the most vile aud insulting language 
to the new cadet4*, and committed disgrace, 
till attacks upon them physically, till at 
lost they were compelled to fight back in 
scil defense or leave the post. 
IDEAS OF HONOR. 
It is considered disgraceful among mem 
hers ct the third class for a “plebe” to tell 
the officers anything about their treatment, 
and it they do they are ostracised by the 
corps aud their cadet life made a burden. 
But General Schofield banished that high- 
toned feeling by his order, and It is now 
and has been the duty ot every officer 
to expose hazing, for if they countenance 
it in their official capacity they are liable 
to expulsion. The ire ot the third class 
seemed to be directed strongly against D. 
I*. Baldwin, a cade, of the fourth class, 
who h id been vigorously hazed, aud who 
imparled the information lo the officers a 
short time ago. Since then some members 
of the third class have resolved to get even 
with him, and it *s reported in camp this 
morning that he was attacked in his tent 
lute last night; that the camp was aroused 
by his cries for help, and that, in the 
contusion, five or six cadets were seen to 
leave his teot hurriedly, and when the 
officers entered it he was found with a 
huudkerchiet tied oyer his face and ropes 
laid beside him, it evidently being the 
intention of his assailants to first buck 
and gag him and then carry him off his 
post, 


OFFICERS RETICENT. 
Colonel Lazelle wcs interviewed, bul 
Le assured the correspondent that his duty 
would not permit him to say anything. 
Colonel Wherry was called upon, and said 
in substance that neither could he give any 
details until final action was taken. Ile 
said General Schofield had fully determin­ 
ed to stop all ha~/ng of any sort. At first, 
so long as the matter included only barm­ 
ie ss jokes, innt r o t pranks, etc., for the 
purp< e ot aha petting the wits of new 
comers, the authorin' -. took no notice ot it, 
but when to those were added insult and 
iijun s from knockdown blows it was 
deemed highly impoitant to close the busi­ 
ness up. It had got so that a corp jra1 aid­ 
ed in the hazing, when the rules strictly 
compelled officers of any grade to put a 
stop to it at sight. He ^believed that the 
recent / *:urrences would put an end to 
hazing at West Point foreyer, and the 
result thus tar shows a marked improve­ 
ment in the dr.cipline of the third cia:?,

THE INKI EST. 


The Coroner's J u ry Exonerate the 
Railroad Company from All Blame 
for the Beath of Nathaniel Case. 
An inquest was held before Justice 
Wickham on the body of Nathaniel Case, 
who was killed yesterday afternoon. 
The 
jury consisted of J F Drake, E B Heim- 
street, M W Pierson, W B Britton, H B 
Walker, and James B Hume. 
E 31 Severance, the fireman on the en­ 
gine which struck the wagon, was the first 
witness. He fixed the time of the accident 
at 1:21 p. rn. The first he saw of it was a 
horse on the pilot. 
The engine stopped 
within eight or ten rods, then backed up 
the train, and wounded men were put in 
the baggage car. At the time of the acci­ 
dent he was ringing the bell. 
Thomas Holland, the bridge tender at 
Monterey, testified that his,station was 
about GOO feet from the place of the acci­ 
dent. He saw the wagon struck. It was 
a one horse wagon and had on some shin­ 
gles. He identified 
the deceased. He 
found hun lying in a ditch about four or 
five feet from the track. 
Dr. Carey testified as to the nature of the 
injuries which caused death. The right 
knee had a compound fracture, and was 
literally mashed. The left thigh was bro­ 
ken in the middle aud the bones protruded. 
The right arm was broken below the 
elbow. The ribs of the right side were 
broken and the breast crushed in. There 
was a cut on the chin and through tho 
lower lip. The lower jaw was also bro­ 
ken. 
Thomas King, the engineer, testified that 
the train left Chicago at 9 :30 o'clock a. rn., 
and was due here at 1.30 o'clock p. rn. It 
was on time and on reaching the stopplug 
post near the bridge he gave a long 
whistle, as usual, and the fireman began 
ringing the bell. He saw the wagon and 
the men about two reds before the engine 
struck them. He Lad already commenced 
slacking speed and had tne brakes on. He 
at once applied the brakes with full force 
jut it was too late. The engine struck 
them. The pilot struck the horse and fore 
end of the wagon. The horse went on 
the west side of the track and the wagon 
aud men on the east side. The bell was 
ringing at the time. The deceased went 
up against the side of the engine where 
the fireman sat. The train after striking 
them was stopped in three-quarters of its 
own length, it was then backed up and 
the conductor and baggageman got off and 
put the wouuded persons into the baggage 
car, and they were brought to the depot.
